Mature cattle may be fattened in a 
much shorter time than calves, as 
they nave only to fatten, while calves 
grow as well m fatten.

How to Obtain Calves for Fattening 

The ideal way to obtain calves suit¬ 
able for fattening is to keep a good

a slight interruption of their growth 
and a slight loss of milk fat. The

Whit have you to say of the past 
season ? What do you think of Sunny 
Southern Alberta? True it U a land 
of extremes; and it is also a land of 
wonderful comebacks. 

Turn your mind back to the rprtng 
of 1929. The skies were overcast for 
days at a time, rain and snow fell 
continually, roads which were not 
v ’» «o<n<nrd become bottomless pits; 
fields were waterlogged, and the pess- 
t>ui uii ineu' oilskins and rub¬ 
ber boots and went into wailing be¬ 
cause of fate putting them In such a 
country, and modifying adjectives 
were used in abundance to convey the 
full meaning, to the speaker at least. 
It looked bad. but the optimist went 
ahead and werked when he could and 
said little. 

The clouds gave way to clear skies 
and sunshine. The seeding season 
was late but favorable, and everyone 
kept the drill going early and late, 
seeding every possible acre wh n h;rg* 
looked so favorable. Everybody 
smiled. 

Then summer came. May stacks 
began to dot the landscape. Haying 
was line and the hay never better for 
quality. But we had no rain. Day 
after day the sun shone bright, clear 
and hot. without a drop of rain. Fac¬ 
es commenced to be long-drawn out 
affairs. Grain started turning yellow 
at the base of the stalkj. Again 
• blue ruin" was the war cry of near¬ 
ly everyone. Then the grain com¬ 
menced to ripen. Dubious farmer: 
v/ent into the fields to inspect the 
heads, questioning the advisabilit> 
of even pulling into the fields with a 
binder; and wonder of wonders, the 
grain on good summerfallowed land 
was excellent with long heads and 
nice plump kernels. And even the 
Rtubbled in grain filled very well con¬ 
sidering the long period of drouth. 

The grain was cut, and still doubt 
prevailed. Many feared the gram 


would shrink in harde ning. nn«l when | 
it didn’t, a great many were mire of j 
a wet fall so that every bushel would 
either be sprouted, or graded tough. 

I And it came to pa ss, that even this 
didn’t happen, and the disappoint¬ 
ment to many false prophets was 
I great. 

No! the grain was marketed nnd a 
great deal of it graded No. 1, and 
the remainder 2. except a little that 
was late and slightly frosted, and 
the yields of 25 to 50 bushels, alums 1 
double what was expected. 

The country come back with n 
bang. The monetary returns fro. 
the grain crop is heavier than foi 
many years. The beets are yielding 
generally above estimates nnd hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars will b< 
paid out to farmers of this distric 
for this crop. 

All in all we have been greatl 
blessed, and now we should reclprr 
catc by meeting our honest ohliga 
turns, improving our homes an 
farms, and making our surround n* 
more pleasant. Make better prepa' 
ntions for next year’s activities. Am 
if we like the country, boost for i 
if you don’t like it, for heaven’s sak 
use some of your money to buy : 
ticket and seek a land where you wi 
be satisfied. It won’t be a belte 
country, but It may cause you to bt 
I satisfied, and that’s what we want.

We do not profess to give nn ana 
wer as to the unmber of years which 
Ann has lived, or the number of birth 
day 3 which rhe has celebrated, bee au.so 
we arc quite willing to leave tftc rolut 
ion of that problem to the matemat- 
tdans, or to those who enjoy rtruggl 
ing with such puzzles. The reason why 
we refer to Ann’o age is because this 
gives us the opportunity to point out 
to our readors that there arc more 
ways of determining age than by coun 
ting years. By this we mean that the 
real age of a person is not represent 
ed by the number of years passd s nee 
his birthday, but rather by the condlt 
on of the body at the present time. 

The body Is frequently likened to 
a machine or an engine. The body dif¬ 
fers from any other machine in that 
when a part is worn out, it cannot be 
replaced. The true age of the body Is 
shown by the condtion of various ess¬ 
ential parts. If they show pigns of 
wear, then the body is growing old, 
regardless of the number of birthdays 
passed. Old age is merely the waring 
put of the body machine, and hoalth 
work seeks to prevent a premature 
p|d age by protecting the body from 
needless strains, and by warning 
against the over-indulgences which 
are refponsible for many of the breaks 
during the years when fitness should 
bo maintained. 

If we were asked to determine Ann*; 
age on this basis, we would want to 
know the condition of her heart, her 
irteries, her kidneys, her lungs, and 
o? these, particularly, would bo inter¬ 
ested in heart, arteries and kidneys, 
because it is in these organs that tha 
first signs of wear are usually seen. 
We would then want to know how 
Ann lives, What does she eat ? Dora 
•he get sufficient rest and recreation ? 
In other words, does she live a hygie¬ 
nic life? Knowing the actual condit¬ 
ion of her body and her manner of llv 
ing. we would know much more about 
her true age than does a mathematic¬ 
ian who solves the problem,

Fattening of Beef 
Calves Explained 

(Continued from Front Pngo) 

breeding herd, one may buy weaning 
calves suitable for fattening. While 
they may pome times e procured from 
the Corn Belt, the Colton Belt, and 
the Appalachian region, the principal 
source of such calves is the western 
ranger. When calves are purchased 
precautions must be taken to roe that 
they arc free from dlso.V'e. If they 
nre shipped by rail, such har Ishtpn as 
long hauls, delays, and lack of good 
feed and water should be avoided as 
much ns possible. The cars in which 
they nre shipped should be thorough¬ 
ly cleaned and disinfected beforo the 
shipment. 

As most calves are dropped In the 
spring and weaned in the fall, the fall 
in the best time to get a good selec¬ 
tion. One may purchase them at 
public stockyards, on the ranchos 
where they arc produced, or nt public 
auction pales ruck ns have been held 
recently at central points in the Corn 
Belt by producers’ associations of the 
southwest. Such associations are 
able to furnish uniform lots of 
tributions of their members. Gen¬ 
erally the public stockyards offer the 
largest and most continuous supply 
of calves conveniently concentrated. | 

Management of the Farm Breedng , 

Herd 

Unless a farmer has some satisfa¬ 
ctory method of marketing small lots 
of cattle, he should keep cows enough 
to produce at lca3t one carload of fat 
yearlings. A 28 foot car holds ap¬ 
proximately 20 yearlings averaging 
1.000 pounds. As the farmer should 
get at least an S3 per cant, calf crop, 
approximately 32 cows would be nec¬ 
essary to produce a carload of fat 
yearlings. Aout 8 more cows, or 40 
in all should be kept to replace the 
herd every five or six years. 

Feeders who have calves enough 
for two carloads hav an advantr in 
that the animal3 can be graded, the 
better ones being placed in one car, 
and the inferior ones in another; or, 
if the calves do not finish uniformly 
one carload may be shipped, while 
the other one is held until the anim¬ 
als are finished. 

As uniformity in size and weight 
are important factors in producing 
fat yearlings, it is desirable that all 
the cowe should calve wthin as short 
c time as possible To calve in An-il 
he cows should be bred during the 
latter part of June and up to tue iuc- 
ter part of July. If it is desireJ to 
have the calves dropped in Octoh® • 
the cows should be bred during the 
latter part of December of ui« a., 
part of January. Fall calve3 arc 
suckled by their dams during the 
winter time and go on pasture at 
weaning time. After spending thf 
summer on pasture supplemented w th 
grain, they are put into a dry lot for 
finishing. Spring calves on full feud 
during the winter should not be turn¬ 
ed on pasture in the spring and con¬ 
sequently make little use of giast 
On the other hand, greater expendi¬ 
tures for shelrter, care, and feed for 
the cow's are required when calves 
are dropped in the fall. Tlis bulb 
should bo kept separate from the 
cow's until the breeding season ar¬ 
rives. Every effort should the be 
made to get all the cows in calf dur- 
‘ ing six weeks or two months. Farm¬ 
ers’ Bulletins 1935 and 1592 take up 
the problems of farm and range 
management of beef breeding herds, 
respectively. 

Feeding the Calf from Biith to 
Weaning Time 

Unlc33 the cows in the herd are ex¬ 
ceptional milkers, calves intended for 
fat yearlings should be started on a 
grain mixture, such a3 corn and oats, 
when from 4 to o weeks old. Noth ng 
so stimulates growth and early matur¬ 
ity as milk rucked fresh from the 
Jam, but in all cates calves should 
be fed liberally on grain for at least 
one month before weaning time. 

Every effort .‘h^uld be made to get 
the calves through the weaning pea^d 
without the loss of their milk fat. 
(Fig. 4.) The grain ration should be 
increased so as to permit as little 
change in their rate of grow'th and 
fattening as possible. Some feeders 
build "creeps" in the pastures or lots 
so that the calve can get their grain 
without disturbance fro mthc cows. 
Creeps consist of small pens w'ith 
openings which permit only the calv¬ 
es to enter. These openings may have 
rollers on each side to prevent bruis¬ 
ing the calves. The creep should be 
near the watering place, shade trees, 
or some other place where the herd 
spends time enough every day for the 
calves to learn readily to go in for 
feed. No more feed should oe put in 
each day than the calves will clean 
up. Any feed dampened by rain 
should be removed efore it sours. 

Calves from heavy milking cows 
thould be weaned gradually. If they 
arc running with the cow's the wean¬ 
ing thould be begun by keeping them 
up and allowing them to suck only 
twice wvi) day for five or uix days,
